SIR, 

I AM directed by the Commissioners appointed for the Relief of Trade, to acknow- 
ledge receipt of your Letter of the 19th instant, transmitting, by command of the 
Lord Lieutenant, an order of the House of Commons, requiring that the Commis- 
sioners should make a return of the gross Sum advanced by them, and of the Rules 
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RELIEF OF TRADE, IRELAND. 



and Regulations under which such Advances have been made. And in compliance with 
that order, I have the honour to enclose herewith, by directions of the Commis- 
sioners, an account, in duplicate, of the gross sums advanced, and the particulars of 
repayments made for principal and interest on each loan. And I am directed to state, 
that from the view taken by the Commissioners, of the Act of Parliament under which 
they have been appointed, it seemed to them impossible to lay down any specific rules 
or regulations for their conduct in applying the intended relief; but that all the 
advances have been made to traders and manufacturers appearing to be possessed of 
property ultimately more than sufficient in value to pay and make good all their just 
debts and engagements, but who could not convert said property into money, or 
negotiable securities in time to meet the pressure of the moment, unless those advances 
had been made to them. 

The securities taken, are bonds to the Crown in double the sum lent, payable by 
instalments, with interest at six per cent per annum, or a deposit of goods, as provided 
by the Act; the last instalment for repayment in no instance running beyond the 
i°th July 1822: and in every case the Commissioners felt themselves at liberty, and 
considered it their duty, to act according to the particular circumstances attending 
each application.
